fy Canadians. Though the delog.tes from 
the National Agri ultural Labcurers 
Cnion bad not eulficient time to take 
more than « glance at the Eustern States 
tetcre embarking for Europe, they think 
they are warrsnted by their experience of 
the Dominion, and of Ontario in part oi- 
lar, in vending out the members of the 
Union in as large aumbers as the means 
fat band will permit. ‘The delegates are 
tomake a tour of inape tion through the 
States, uxt summer, Lut me don't thigk 
that the result will prove very detrimen- 
tal to thi country. Leaving out the per 
riod of the lave Civil War, which was whol 
ly exceptionsl, of course, there his not 
been a time since the beginaing of this cen 
tary when the B.itiah Provinces of North 
America stood in a better condition for 
comprrison with the United States. 
Nor is this atrifla_for honest congratula- 
tion, seeing that the Kepublic is the 
greatest power in the world for ita »gr, 
while im extent, material resources and 
some other respects, it is secoait to none. 
Moreover, the common people had lately 
reached # state of intelligence and com: 
fort, enj ying, at the same time, oppore 
tunities of advancement, to which no 
‘other in the world could lay sim'lar claim, 
It ig, therefore, matter for bone-t pride 
that our cvuntey, alongride this marvel of 
gromth, develpment and wealth, om 
stan, with beud erect in fearless rivalry, 
preventing attractions to the emigrants of 
the Od World more solid than those of 
our neighlors, 40 long and often the sub- 
Ject of boast. The States are yet, wich al, 
their merifices, and the enormous aid 
yearly received from immigration, suiter- 
ng grievously the effects of the late war, 
which mast long continue to press and 
hurrase them. Iu additive, they groan 
‘under the evil of an ignorant, selfish and 
corrupt hierarchy of politicians, State and 
national, whove blunders snd rape 
city fearfully sggravate the above: 
mentioned —mischiefa. The war 
taxes would te heavy enough without 
thove muiatained to preserve a host of 
sickly, inferior manufsotures, whove life 
depends upon insessant coddling. The 
people are further weighted with burdens 
for railroads, steumsbips and other enter- 
prises supposed to be of vast, oF of national 
importance, and which constantly require 
additional help oF indulgence. Bubb 
scbemes of all sorts, financial gawbling 
tod gigantic frawis, lending to periodical 
panics, all go to vex and impoverian the 
masses, aod injure the resources of the 
nation upon which all clases depend, 
‘These facts are no secret to the represen. 
tatives of the English labourers, so receat- | 
ly among us, who see in Canadas country | 
affording a good chance of improvement | 
‘and independence to all industrious, well. 


behaved workers. Our taxes are not b 

















































ia healthy, and our resources of all kinds 
only need further labour for their develop: 
ment, The country's dedt bears small 
Proportions to that of the States, while 
Oar monetary system is as sound as 
Bogland’s, However limitel may be 
the demand for the members of cer- 
tain fancy trades, and for clerks 
‘and professional men, the call for f.rm- 
hands and labourers is loud and univers. 
All parts of Canada want them, while the 
United Kingdom has them in abundance, 
and yearly sends them to the States 
‘aod other countries then ours in large 
numbers.
